The anticipated closing of the 
Secretary of State office in 
Romulus has prompted strong 
action by Mayor Beverly McA- 
nally. 

Although the city has not re¬ 
ceived official notification of 
the closure, McAnally has 
already solicited the assist¬ 
ance of State Senator Bill Faust 
and State Representative Jim 
Kosteva. 

“This office must be kept 
open,” said McAnally. “Local 
residents depend on it, espe¬ 
cially seniors.” 

Evidently, both Kosteva and 
Faust agree. 

“Our initial meeting with a 
Secretary of State representa¬ 
tive indicated two things, a de¬ 
crease in the number of people 
using the Romulus office and 


an increase in the number of 
people using the Belleville 
office,” Kosteva said. 

Local communities have lit¬ 
tle or no say in whether a local 
Secretary of State office is 
closed or open, McAnally 
noted. 

Sandra Walker, director of 
field services for the Secretary 
of State, explained, “We’re in 
process of moving the Bellevil¬ 
le office to a larger location. 
The Romulus office is the smal¬ 
lest office in Wayne, Oakland 


and Macomb counties. But the 
overhead is about the same.” 

The County has had to make 
cuts in their total expenditures, 
and the Romulus office was ah 
obvious choice, she said. 

The expansion of the Belle¬ 
ville office will take place in the 
same building but not at that 
site, according to a state offi¬ 
cial. 

“The Belleville office should 
still be able to provide a good, if 
not better, level of service. The 
distance from Romulus to Bel- 


A meeting in Romulus City 
Hall concerning legislation and 
control of toxic waste dump 
sites drew state-wide attention 
last week. 

The special program was 
sponsored by the Public In¬ 
terest Research Group of 
Michigan, better known as 
PIRGIM from the University 
of Michigan. 

PIRGIM is an environmental 
and consumer organization 
with a membership of 35,000 
citizens statewide, according 
to group leaders. 

PIRGIM released a report on 
toxic dumpsites in Wayne 
County as part of a statewide 
citizen campaign to more 
strictly legislate and control 
toxic waste dumpers. 

State Representative Jim 
Kosteva, chair of the Environ¬ 
mental Subcommittee of the 
House Conservation Commit¬ 
tee attended the meeting. 

“I have indicated my support 
for the focus of PIRGIM, speci¬ 
fically as it relates to the 
cleanup of toxic dumpsites. 
The group presented a clear 
picture about the number of 
dumpsites located in Wayne 
County and the need for addi¬ 
tional funding for cleanup,” 
said Kosteva. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
had said she would attend be¬ 
cause of the importance on the 
subject to local residents. It 
was earlier this spring that 


leville is minimal,” Walker 
said. 

Other improvements and 
changes in local Secretary of 
State offices include the expan¬ 
sion of the Taylor office and re¬ 
modeling in the Wayne office.

The action, according to 
McAnally is “pretty serious.” 

“I felt reluctant to do it but 
city council cannot violate 
their own laws. On one hand 
they enact laws and then allow 
a developer to do something 
else. I can’t allow this. I’m real¬ 
ly disappointed in members of 
the council,” she said. 

She said it is the first time 
since 1975 a Romulus mayor 
vetoed the actions of council. 

“They make the ordinances. 
They adopt them. And now 
they’re irrelevant. What they 
seem to be saying is, if you’re 
big enough and have enough 
money, you can do what you 
want. I vetoed these motions on 
behalf of the citizens of Romu¬ 
lus. The approval by council on 


these motions was illegal,” she 
stated. 

According to McAnally a mo¬ 
tion can be introduced by coun¬ 
cil members and with a two- 
thirds vote, override the 
mayor’s veto. 

Earlier this year, Flynn was 
issued a dozen tickets for viola¬ 
tions on his newly acquired 
property in the Ecorse subdivi¬ 
sion, adjacent to his Airlines 
Parking development. 

One year ago, council mem¬ 
bers approved the creation of a 
tax increment financing dis¬ 
trict south of the existing Air¬ 
lines Parking facility. This 
would allow the installation of 
roads and sewers financed

several dumpsite fires raged 
four days at the old Mendrick 
dump behind Wick Elementary 
School and became the focus of 
much media attention. 

Subsequent investigations by 
the Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources found few, if any, toxic 
elements in the surrounding air 
or water. However, several 
toxic chemicals are known to 
have been buried at the site, 
closed as a dump for at least 20 
years, according to nearby re¬ 
sidents. 

According to McAnally, last 
minute commitments prohi¬ 
bited her from attending the 
meeting hosted by PIRGIM. 

PIRGIM is calling for the 
passage of six bills in the Michi¬ 
gan Legislature that would 
toughen enforcement of the 
state environmental laws. Kos¬ 
teva supports these measures, 
he said. 

PIRGIM used DNR and 
Wayne County files to docu¬ 
ment “the severity of the toxic 
problem in Wayne County and 
the slow pace of cleanup. The 
report reveals that cleanup of 
the 55 county sites is among the 
worst in the state,” PIRGIM 
representative Andy Bus- 
chbaum explained.

At the same time PIRGIM 
released this report, repre¬ 
sentatives of the group are can¬ 
vassing door-to-door for active 
support of the legislation in 
communities throughout 
Wayne County. 

“There are a tremendous 
number of dump sites in Wayne 
County. Yet, the state has com- 
mitted only $11 million 
statewide for cleanup. And 
each year, 150 to 200 sites are 
added to the list while only be¬ 
tween five and 10 sites are 
cleaned.” Kosteva said. 

Kosteva and PIRGIM hope 
the exposure will convince 
area residents and their legisl¬ 
atures that support for these 
bills is imperative to a clean 
environment. 

A similar report on toxic 
problems was presented by 
PIRGIM to officials in 
Macomb, Oakland and Kala¬ 
mazoo counties.

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTING AND ENACTING A NEW CODE FOR 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS, MICHIGAN: PROVIDING A SHORT TI¬ 
TLE: PROVIDING FOR THE REPEAL OF CERTAIN ORDI¬ 
NANCES NOT INCLUDED THEREIN: PROVIDING A PENALTY 
FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF: PROVIDING FOR THE MAN¬ 
NER OF AMENDING SUCH CODE: AND PROVIDING WHEN 
SUCH CODE AND THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BECOME EFFEC¬ 
TIVE. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: This ordinance shall be known as the “adoption ordinance 
for the Code of Ordinances.” 

Section 2: The Code Entitled “Code of Ordinances, City of Romulus, 
Michigan” published by Municipal Code Corporation consisting of 
Chapters 1 to 37, each inclusive, is adopted. 

Section 3: All ordinances of a general and permanent nature enacted 
on or before February 9, 1987, and not included in the Code or 
recognized and continued in force by reference therein are re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 4: The repeal provided for in Section 3 hereof shah not be 
construed to revive any ordinance or part thereof that has been 
repealed by a subsequent ordinance that is repealed by this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section 5: Unless another penalty is expressly provided, every per¬ 
son convicted of a violation of any provision of the Code or any 
ordinance, rule or regulation adopted or issued in pursuance thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred ($500.00) 
dollars and costs of prosecution or by imprisonment for not more 
than ninety (90) days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. Each act of violation and each day upon which 
any such violation shall occur shall constitute a separate offense. 
The penalty provided by this section, unless another penalty is ex¬ 
pressly provided shall apply to the amendment of any code section 
whether or not such penalty is reenacted in the amendatory ordi¬ 
nance. In addition to the penalty prescribed above, the city may 
pursue other remedies such as abatement of nuisances, injunctive 
relief, and revocation of licenses or permits. 

Section 6: Additions or amendments to the Code, when passed in the 
form as to indicate the intention of the City Council to make the 
same a part of the Code, shall be deemed to be incorporated in the 
Code, so that reference to the Code includes the additions and 
amendments. 

Section 7: Ordinances adopted after February 9, 1987 that amend or 
refer to ordinances that have been codified in the Code, shall be 
construed as if they amend or refer to like provisions of the Code. 
Section 8: This ordinance shall become effective March 1, 1988.

Armed robbery mars

CHAPTER III, ARTICLE 6 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE ACQUISITION AND DISPOSITION OF 
CITY OWNED PROPERTY AS DEFINED HEREIN 


THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. SHORT TITLE : This ordinance shall be known, and cited 

as the “City Owned Property Ordinance.” 

Section 2.These rules of procedure shall be construed liberally in 

recognition of the unique character of land transactions and the 
requirement that all real property transactions shall be autho¬ 
rized by City Council resolution. All land transactions involving 
City Officers or Employees shall be governed by applicable provi¬ 
sions of State Law and City Charter. 

Section 3 .REDEMPTION: 

A. Owners of interest in fee title, as mortgage or as grantor or 
vendee under land contract within ninety (90) days of notice by 
certified mail, may redeem the property from the City. 

B. Notice shall be made by the Clerk as soon as reasonably possible 
upon the City’s initial receipt of title to said property not to 
exceed sixty (60) days. 

C. Any party interested in redemption of said property must, within 
ten (10) days, respond to the Clerks Office in writing of their 
desire to redeem said property. 

D. The property may so be redeemed within ninety (90) days from 
the time the notice has been given or until a decision as to 
disposition has been effectuated, whichever is later, con¬ 
ditioned on timely notice being received under paragraph C 
and further conditioned upon the payment to the City of Romu¬ 
lus of the amount of money which the City has invested therein 
in the form of unpaid taxes, special assessments and charges, 
fees, penalties, interest and costs. 

1. Unpaid taxes shall include all taxes that would have been due had 
title to the property not vested in the City. 

2. Charges shall include any unpaid obligation due the City relevant 
to said property such as water and sewer charges. 

3. A flat ten (10%) percent administrative fee shall be charged as one 
of the costs. 

4. Computations shall be made by the Assessor and approved by 
City Council after written notice of a desire to redeem said property 
has been received by the Clerk’s Office. 

E. After the redemption period has expired, said property may be 
offered to the general public in such a manner as described in this 
ordinance and recommended by the property disposition commit¬ 
tee described hereinafter and approved by City Council. 

Section 4. PURCHASE: 

A.Identification of the public purpose involved in the proposed land 
transaction. 

B. A determination of the assessed and equalized values of the 
property from the City Assessor’s records. 

C. An opinion of market value from the City Assessor’s Office. 

D. A determination of value as reflected by any recent comparable 
sales in the immediate area, if any. 

E. Obtaining an outside appraisal if requested by the City Council. 

F. Transaction upon a negotiated purchase price or through conde¬ 
mnation, if authorized by separate Council resolution and pur¬ 
suant to all Michigan Statutes and Section 3.2(b), 4, 5,6 & 7 of the 
Romulus City Charter. 

Section 5. LEASE~OF CITY PROPERTY : 

A.Identification of the public purpose involved in the proposed land 
transaction. 

B. Determination of the assessed and equalized values of the prop¬ 
erty from the City Assessor’s records. 

C. An opinion of market value “for rental” from the City Assessor’s 
Office. 

D. As lessor 

1. Advertising and/or posting the property if two or more persons have 
indicated an interest in the property or the property has general 
utility or the City Council requests that the property be advertised. 

Section 6 .SALE: 

A. Identification of the public purpose involved in the proposed land 
transaction. 

B. Identification of the public purpose is to be made by the Property 
Disposition Committee and approved by City Council. 

C. Determination of the assessed and equalized values of the prop¬ 
erty from the City Assessor’s records. 

D. A determination of value as reflected by any recent comparable 
sales in the immediate area, if any. 

E.An opinion of market value from the City Assessor’s Office. 

F. Advertising and/or posting of the property if two or more persons 
have indicated an interest in the property has general utility or 
the City Council requests that the property be advertised. 

G. Examining the use to which the property can or will be put and 
the cost of acquisition, demolition and improvement. 

H. The City reserves the right to sell, dedicate, gift or exchange at 
such terms as may be agreed upon, to any other public or quasi 
public body. 

I. The instrument of sale shall be quit claim deed and the total 
consideration shall be made in full and in the form of cash, or 
certified check made payable to the City of Romulus Treasurer. 

J. All property, after redemption period and review by the Property 
Disposition Committee (P.D.C.) shall to be considered “for 
sale”, if released by the Property Disposition Committee. 

K. Ail parcels of property, after redemption period and reviewed 
and released by the Property Disposition Committee, shall be 
advertised for sale by sealed bids no less than two (2) times in a 
twelve (12) month period. 

L. The City reserves the right to impose schedules or time limita¬ 
tions for the property to be improved. 

M. The City reserves the right to reject any or all bids or proposals 
or any portions thereof. 

N. All property is sold in “as is” condition. 

Section 7 PROPERTY DISPOSITION COMMITTEE : 

A.A Property Disposition Committee shall pass upon all property own¬ 
ed by the City to be disposed of. It shall be a recommending body to 
the City Council and shall be composed of the City Planner, City 
Assessor, and two (2) residents of the City chosen by the Mayor, 
confirmed by the City Council to sit for four (4) year terms. 
Corporation Counsel shall review all contracts prior to execu¬ 
tion. 

Section 8. METHODS OF DISPOSITION: 

A.Sealed Bids 

1. Are invited under specific provisions as to the place and cutoff 
date and time for the receipt of proposals and for opening and 
reading of bids. 

2. Sales to the highest bidder shall be contingent upon considera- 


of dollar offers and such other items as identified by the Corpora¬ 
tion Counsel that represents a legal obligation of the City and 
value assessed thereto. 

3. Adjacent property owners may have preference over other offers 
to purchase if their bid is competitive. 

B. Fixed Price Competition 

1. The price is announced in advance. Competition is based on 
factors such as design, qualifications of the developer, benefits to 
the community or value of the improvements to be provided by the 
developer. 

C. Competition/Negotiation Combination 

1. The availability of the land is made known by public announce¬ 
ment, but selection is made after negotiation with one or more 
developers whose initial proposals have been determined to be most 
acceptable. 

D. Public Auction 

1. Land is offered at public auction with a publicly announced “sug¬ 
gested” minimum bid. 

E. Predetermined Price 

1. The City establishes a schedule of suggested prices for small 
parcels of similar character and proposed uses, and then offers the 
parcels to the public. 

2. Lots that do not have sufficient frontage, when possible, may be 
offered for sale as a combined parcel with adjacent property so as to 
have proper utility. 

3. When it is not possible to offer property in a combined fashion the 
City may sell one half (1/2), or a portion thereof, to each adjoining 
property owner at a minimal cost. 

3A. The division of said property to adjoining property owners for 
the sideyard used will be at the discretion of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and City Council after considering needs and requirements 
of zoning as it pertains to set backs, and a determination of the best 
utilization of said property. 

F. Negotiation 

1. No public offering is to be made where the City Council deter¬ 
mines that the best interest of the City is better served by direct 
negotiation with potential end users. 

Section 9. PUBLIC OFFERING : 

A.Once a disposition method is established, the Clerk of the City will 
advertise the availability of the particular parcel or parcels through 
public announcement advertised in a newspaper of general cir¬ 
culation of the City. 

B. Parcels may also be advertised in national publications, trade 
journals, community newspapers or through other means as 
may be appropriate. 

C. The public offerings will indicate the terms and conditions under 
which the parcels will be sold and indicate when additional in¬ 
formation may be obtained. 

D. When a parcel or parcels are initially offered for sale, a dead¬ 
line for submission of proposals will be established and made 
known. If insufficient or inadequate offers are received, those 
insufficient or inadequate offers shall be voided and the offer 
returned. 

E. If no bids are received before the deadline the City Council may 
extend the deadline by public announcement. Or the City Council 
may place the property in a land available category whereby 
offers may be made on first come first serve basis at any time by 
submitting an “offer to purchase as described in this ordinance. 

F. Exceptions to the public offering process described above are: 

1. Sale for a public use such as a school, park, or other publicly 
owned use. 

2. Properties to be transferred, dedicated, exchanged or gifted to 
another public or quasi public body. 

3. Property being sold to adjoining property owners. 

4. Property is being sold under negotiation method of disposition. 
Section 10. OFFERS TO PURCHASE : 

A.All persons wishing to acquire property from the City must submit a 
formal offer to purchase to the City Clerk in the form prescribed by 
the City Council. 

B. The offer need not include detailed plans or firm financing com¬ 
mitments. However, the offer to purchase must include develop¬ 
ment plans sufficiently detailed to permit a meaningful evalua¬ 
tion of the proposal. 

C. The City Council shall approve the sale of property or otherwise 
granting rights in any form whatsoever in accordance with the 
Open Meetings Act, at a duly held regular City Council 
meeting. 

D. Buildable lots made into split lots for sale to adjacent property 
owners for use as side yards shall be sold at a per square foot 
price equal to the amount the lot would have sold for before being 
convected into splits lots. 

E. The City shall not enter into a contract or sell any parcel of land to 
any person(s), firm or corporation that is delinquent on any City 
Account or is in violation of any City Code or ordinance. 

Section 11.Should any clause or provision of this ordinance be declared 
by the courts to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of 
the Ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof, other than the part so 
declared to be invalid. 

Section 12.Effective Date: This ordinance shall be published in the 
manner provided by law and shall be given immediate effect following 
publication in the official newspaper of the City of Romulus. 
CHAPTER III, ARTICLE 6, as herein stated shall supercede all prior 
Ordinances as to CHAPTER III, ARTICLE 6 and all such prior ORDI¬ 
NANCES as the CHAPTER III, ARTICLE 6, are revoked.

Women and stress 

Females now victims of ‘road to success’

When psychologist Judith 
Kovach was a little girl she was 
told not to bother her “pretty 
little head” about problems, 
but as an adult she - and other 
working women - must deal 
with the challenges and stres¬ 
ses involved in combining a 
career and family. 

Kovach told the members of 
the Women’s Information Net¬ 
work of Way ne that the positive 
gains made by women in the 
last decade have been accom¬ 
panied by an increase in stress 
and tension formerly identified 
with men. In their new roles, 
Kovach said, women are not 
only facing the same work- 
related pressures as men, but 
they must deal with the addi¬ 
tional stress and responsibli- 
ties of their home life. The re¬ 
sult is that an increasing num¬ 


ber of women are suffering 
from such stress-related ail¬ 
ments as heart disease and 
ulcers. 

“Ulcers were once thought of 
as primarily affecting men,” 
Kovach said, “but today the 
condition may be more com¬ 
mon in women than men.” 

Adding to the everyday 
stress that women encounter, 
Kovach said, is a tendency for 
women to become afflicted 
with “the Superwoman Syn¬ 
drome” - the expectation that 
they must excel in all areas of 
their lives. Kovach said the 
“Superwomen” strive to be the 
best as career women, hostes¬ 
ses, wives and mothers and, 
subsequently, set themselves 
up to attain unrealistic goals. 

“We’ve got to stop trying to 
be everything to everybody,” 
Kovach said. 

Kovach admitted to suffer¬ 
ing from the “Superwoman 


Syndrome” at one point in her 
life. She recalled working as a 
therapist from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
and then baking cookies at 1 
a.m. for her youngsters to 
bring to school. Now, she said, 
she has learned to balance her 
many responsibilities and com¬ 
mitments and to allocate time 
for her own needs - an impor¬ 
tant ingredient in avoiding 
stress. 

She advised women to avoid 
setting unrealistic standards 
and also not to “buy into guilt.” 
Kovach noted that the working 
woman’s family might enjoy a 
pizza for supper, and not miss 
the usual homecooked dinner, 
for example. 

Because most people spend 
more time at work than any¬ 
where else, Kovach said, it is 
important to feel good about 
your job. If you believe your job 
is meaningful and important, 
then you are not likely to suffer 


from burn-out. On the other 
hand, if you find your work is 
very stressful, the therapist 
advises women to “take a look 
at how they feel about work.” 

Kovach said that there are 
many ways to deal with stress 
without using pills or attempt¬ 
ing to relax with alcohol - both 
of which she advises against. 
Instead, Kovach suggests deep 
breathing and exercise to re¬ 
lieve stress. She also suggested 
that people learn “to do an in¬ 
ventory of where they are 
affected by stress” by tensing 
and then relaxing each set of 
muscles. Kovach said the “in¬ 
ventory” will help individuals 
pinpoint where the stress is 
centered. Once they discover 
this, she said, they can work on 
relaxing those muscles. 

Kovach is a licensed psycho¬ 
logist and shares a practice 
with Dr. John Caknipe in 
Wayne. 


Adding stereo sound can be economical

Two weeks ago, we explored 
the basic options available on 
VCRs and gave some sugges¬ 
tions that would help when you 
shop. This time, we’ll cover the 
types of stereo sound available 
on VCRs. 

If your objective is to purch¬ 
ase a VCR at the lowest price 
possible, you may want to buy a 
unit that is not stereo equipped. 
You can save $100 or more. 

Adapters are available for as 
low as $15 that will allow you to 
connect your VCR to your 
stereo. However, it won’t be 
true stereo sound. The same 
sound track will come from both 
speakers. The results would be 
the same as a VCR that has 
“simulated stereo sound.” 

A stereo VCR used a conven¬ 
tional audio head and will send 
separate soundtracks through 
each speaker. The difference is

quite noticeable when using 
headphones. 

A hi-fi stereo VCR has a spe¬ 
cial coil added to the audio head 
that allows it to provide a shar¬ 
per, clearer sound than with 
regular stereo systems. 

A major advantage to this 
system is that you can use it to 
achieve “surround sound.” Sur¬ 
round sound is a four-speaker 
system often used in movie 
theaters to enhance the effects 
on screen by separating the 


sound from the front to back 
speakers. 

The sound travels with the 
picture. An example would be a 
plane flying overhead and the 
sound traveling from the front 
to back speakers, making it 
sound more lifelike. 

Surround sound can be 
achieved by: 1) Replacing the 
stereo receiver with a surround 
sound stereo receiver. This will 
cost $400; 2) Keeping the present 
stereo system and adding a sur¬ 
round sound stereo decoder. 
These are priced at about $130; 
or 3) Adding two speakers to the 
present system. 

You can do the latter option by 
using extra wire and connecting 


the positive leads from your ex¬ 
isting speakers to the positive 
leads on the two new back 
speakers. Then, connect the 
negative leads on the back 
speakers to each other. The re¬ 
sult will be separated sound 
from front to back and a savings 
of money. 

Keep in mind, however, that 
pre-recorded tapes will have 
stereo sound or surround sound 
only if they are recorded with 
that capability.

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Speed limit: Local roads unaffected as traffic fines increase

Motorists in western Wayne 
County had better think twice 
before putting “the pedal to the 
metal” this week. The new 65 
mph won’t be affecting any loc¬ 
al roads, according to Paul 
Riley, district traffic engineer 
for the state Department of 
Transportation. 

But a $5 surcharge on all mov¬ 
ing violations will. 

Riley said that the new speed 
limits are only meant to affect 
the rural areas, none of which 
are situated in the Wayne 
County area. 

“The highways within 
Wayne County and throughout 
the metropolitan area are not 
designated as rural. They are 
designated as urban and there¬ 
fore will remain at 55 miles per 
hour. Rural highways were de¬ 
signed for a speed of 70 miles 
per hour. Urban highways 
were not,” Riley said. 

Interstates considered to be 
rural do not begin in the state 
until motorists are outside of 


the Ann Arbor area, Riley said. 

“On 1-275, the higher speeds 
don’t start until beyond the 
Wayne-Monroe County line. 
And if you are driving 1-96 to¬ 
ward Lansing, the new speed 
limit starts west of Wixom. 
Otherwise, speeds should re¬ 
main the same everywhere 
else,” Riley explained. 

Nevertheless, Riley expects 
some drivers to place the in¬ 
creased speed limit on all of the 
roadways they drive. 

“I think that a lot of drivers 
are going to think that it’s OK to 
put on the speed anytime they 
are on a freeway, rather than 
making sure they are in a rural 
area,” he said. “Even now, 50 
percent of the drivers in this 
state are already above 55 
miles per hour no matter where 
they drive. So either way, 


whether it had been passed or 
not, I think the higher speeds 
would have been going on.” 

Riley also predicts that addi¬ 
tional pressure will be placed 
on government officials to 
eventually increase the speeds 
on all highways. The final deci¬ 
sion, however, will be left to 
county, state and federal offi¬ 
cials, who have jurisdiction of 
the roadways. 

And for those drivers who do 
venture out of the area onto the 
rural interstates where in¬ 
creased speed limits are now 
permitted, there is a catch, 
Riley warned. 

“There will definitely be an 
increase in police patrol on all 
highways, particularly in 
Wayne County, where speeders 
will be in violation of exceeding 
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and has various psychic and astrological readers available at all 
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the 55 miles per hour limit, ’’ he 
said. 

One provision of the new law 
that will affect all Michigan 
drivers is a $5 surcharge on all 
moving violations. Local dis¬ 
trict court officials have been 
notified that the $5 fee must be 
added to whatever fines are 
already charged by the munici¬ 
pality. 

The surcharge is hoped to 
provide a maximum of $6 mil¬ 
lion in revenue for state offi¬ 
cials who, in turn, plan to hire 
120 additional state troopers 
for the highways. The added 
manpower on the state high¬ 
ways, DOT officials said, 
should promote better enforce¬ 
ment of both the 55 mph and 
new 65 mph speed limits. 


In addition, a state highway 
safety task force has been 
established to review the 
effects of the increased speed 
limit, according to state DOT 
officials. A report is due Dec. 
31, 1988. 


Facts about the new speed limit 

The new 65 mph speed limit went into effect Sunday, although 
no roads in western Wayne County will be included in the new 
limit. However, local motorists will be indirectly affected by the 
change in law - aside from traveling in other areas of the state- 
since a $5 surcharge will be added to all moving traffic violations 
in the local district courts. 

• New limit went into affect Sunday, Nov. 29 and is the result of 
changes in Public Act 154. 

• The new speed limit is for 720 miles of rural interstates. Current 
federal law prohibits other freeway limits from being increased. 

• Urban interstates - all of those in western Wayne County - will 
remain at 55 mph. 

• Non-interstates will remain at 55 mph. 

• Speeds will be posted no less frequently than at each state 
trunkline/freeway interchange just past the entrance ramps. 

• Warnings of changes in speed limits will be posted. 

• Truck speed limit will remain at 55 mph. 

• School bus speed limit will remain at 50 mph. 

• Interstate routes are those designed with the prefix T -1-94 1-96 
1-275. 

• U.S. highways are not affected by the new speed limit. 

• Radar detectors, also known as fuzzbusters, are not prohibited by 
the new law. 

• New fines for speed limit violations are: 56-60 mph, 0 points, $10 
fine; 61 -70 mph, 1 point, $20 fine; 71-80 mph, 2 points, $30 fine; 81 -85 
mph, 3 points, $40 fine; and more than 96 mph, 4 points, $50 fine.

Do you worry more about your 
health as you get older? Physicians are 
just as concerned about the disease 
problems that arise with old age as 
anyone else who is approaching senior 
citizen status. 

As doctors get older, they become 
keenly aware of their own vulnerability 
in relationship to the big killers — heart 
disease and cancer — that are dominant 
for the older age group. 

They know that disease problems of 
the older population can be found from 
head to toe — cataracts, hearing loss, 
hardening of the arteries, adult onset 
diabetes mellitus, arthritis, and, among 
men, enlargement of the prostate. 

Among women, there is loss of 
bladder control, and always the threat 
of cervical and breast cancer. 

And for all smokers, the results of a 
lifetime of smoking means trauma to 
lungs, emphysema, pulmonary fibrosis, 
and, again, cancer. 

The variety of diseases mentioned do 
require the services of specialists in the 
appropriate fields. 

However, identification of the 
problems falls in the hands of

Quality schools 
is the real issue 

State Rep. William Keith (D-Garden City) has heard an ear frill 
during the past few weeks. But maybe for the wrong reasons. 

Keith - and the workers in his Lansing office - has been bar- 
raged with phone calls from fundamentalist Christians who are 
supporting state Senate Bill 116, which would allow teachers in 
Christian schools to instruct in classrooms without first obtain¬ 
ing state certification. Keith is the chairman of the House Educa¬ 
tion Committee, the committee where the bill - passed by the 
state Senate last summer - remains in limbo. 

Supporters of the bill began the phone blitz after Keith 
announced last month that the bill is expected to die in his 
committee for lack of support. He also announced that he doesn’t 
support the issue. 

We’re grateful for that. 

Those who support the bill - including members of a few local 
Christian schools - say the passage of it would ensure the separa¬ 
tion of church and state mandated in our Constitution. They 
maintain that a state law that requires Christian school teachers 
to obtain certification before teaching in a Michigan classroom 
is an infringement on their religious freedoms. 

We think these supporters have missed the real issue and are 
manipulating an interpretation of the Constitution for their own 
self-serving needs. 

The fact is simple. We, as a society, have dedicated ourselves 
to providing the best education possible for our children. The 
state certification requirements - which were first developed as 
a means of ensuring that all educators have a standardized level 
of proficiency before entering the classroom - date to 1921. The 
state law required then and still requires that all public and 
nonpublic schools hire certified teachers. 

Certification is not a religious issue. It is an issue of quality. 
Quality in education. 

Supporters of S.B. 116 have an answer to that statement, 
however. Included in the bill is a provision that would require 
noncertified teachers to pass proficiency tests. The tests, 
apparently, would ensure a standardized level of teaching skills 
in every classroom in the state. 

While we think periodic proficiency tests for all teachers is an 
excellent idea, requiring noncertified teachers to pass these 
tests and not requiring certified teachers to pass them is illogic¬ 
al. Why not make all teachers in the state fulfill the same re¬ 
quirements? Isn’t that what the certification requirement of 1921 
did? 

Separation of church and state is a positive plan that has 
proven to be one of the reasons for the success of this nation. But 
separation of church and state has limits. 

When building a new Christian church or school, doesn’t the 
state have a say in regulations such as zoning, building permits 
and licensing approvals? The reason for requiring the permits 
and for intervention from the state is a basic one - one that is 
designed to ensure a standardized level of quality in society, 
whether it be in building or in land zoning uses. 

Or in education. 

We support Keith and his objections to S.B. 116 and urge state 
lawmakers to think twice about the issue and the reasons we 
have adopted state certification requirements for teachers. We 
urge the fundamentalist Christians to take a step back from their 
campaign and see how it fails to address the real issue. 

Requiring certain standards, certain levels of proficiency and 
certain skills from all of our teachers - certification - is a respon¬ 
sibility we all have been given. Differing religious preferences 
and beliefs are poor reasons to allow some educators to shirk 
from this duty. 

He will be missed 

The reminders of what he has done here will be with us always. 
We speak of Ray LeComu, Wayne director of public safety, 
who last week announced his retirement from the city, after 30 
years of service. LeComu has accepted a similar position in 
Pittsfield Township, a community located near Ann Arbor. 

To LeComu’s credit are an efficient public safety department 
- which has been used many times as a model for other munici¬ 
palities - the implementation of a civilian clerk dispatching 
system and an emergency 911 telephone system in the city that is 
i»day being used as a model for a regional, multi-city, enhanced 
911 plan. 

Also an attribute of the departing public safety director is his 
strength as a leader - having served in several management 
positions in the city - his unending concern for the safety and 
education of citizens in the community he served and his con¬ 
tinuing support of several civic affairs. 

LeComu is a fine example of a police officer/chief dedicated 
to his work. He is also a classic example of a human being 
dedicated to helping others. 
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The only sure thing is change 


“Can you believe it, gasoline is up 
to almost 50 cents per gallon .. . how 
much higher can it go?”

The universe has not changed more 
than a twinkle. What is quite diffe¬ 
rent is our perception of what and 
who we are. Buck Rogers was but a 
childhood fantasy. Travel to places 
beyond our own planet was a matter 
to be left to our grandchildren not so 
long ago, while today, both are near 
reality.

keyboard player sound as if he 
has had several years of train¬ 
ing,” said Feight. “We even 
have keyboards that can be 
hooked up to a disk drive to 
program the music so that it 
can be stored and played 
back.” 

Feight said she sells several

Blend into well-beaten egg 
yolks. Mix in milk and butter 
and cook in a double boiler over 
boiling water until thick, stir¬ 
ring constantly. Add vanilla 
and beat as it cools 
When cool, beat egg whites 
until stiff and fold into mixture, 
pour into casserole, and set in 
pan of warm water. Bake in 
oven for one hour--or until knife 
inserted in center comes out 
clean. Serve at once with 
sweetened whipped cream, 
plain cream or chocolate 
sauce. Serves 6. 

FROZEN LEMON SOUFFLE 

(This is strictly for lemon lov¬ 
ers and it will bring raves! Use 
a mold pretty enough to take to 
the table.) 

6-cup mold 
12 egg yolks 
1 3/4 cups sugar 
1/2 cup fresh lemon juice, 
unstrained 

1/4 cup fresh orange juice, 
unstrained 

1 tablespoon lemon zest 
1 tablespoon orange zest 
6 egg whites 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
3/4 cup heavy cream, 
whipped 

Lightly sweetened whipped 
cream 

Fresh raspberries or straw¬ 
berries 

Combine egg yolks with 
sugar in top of double boiler 
and beat until light. Add juices 
and zest (grated rind). Place 
top of double boiler over rapid¬ 
ly boiling water and continue to 
beat until thick and creamy. 
Remove from heat and cool 
completely. 

Beat egg whites until stiff 
with the salt. Fold gently into 
the cooled lemon mixture. 

Beat heavy cream until stiff 
and fold into the lemon souffle, 
blending carefully. Spoon into 
the mold and freeze. 

To serve, pass a bowl of light¬ 
ly sweetened whipped cream 
and fresh raspberries or 
strawberries. Serves eight or

M ary Angel credits her suc¬ 
cess as a professional 
cook to the simple 
methods for good food she 
learned long ago on a farm in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Now the proprietor of the Baker’s 
Dozen shop in Romulus, Angel be¬ 
gan her career as a professional food 
server when she assumed a conces¬ 
sion booth at the farmers’ market in 
Royal Oak in 1978. She began with a 
menu which included hot turkey, 
roast beef and barbeque sand¬ 
wiches, custard and apple pie. 

“I didn’t really know what I was 
doing. I was still getting things 
ready on the way to the market,” 
Angel recalled. ‘‘But I just cooked 
like I cooked at home and on the 
farm and people liked it real well.” 

That seemed somewhat of an 
understatement as soon her clients 
were standing in line for her baked 
goods which included her famous 
farm-style apple pie. “I don’t know 
what’s different about it, except that 
we make it in big square pans. Some¬ 
how, people insist it tastes better 
made in squares,” Angel recalled 
with a laugh. 

Angel literally grew up in the 
kitchen of her father’s 110-acre 
farm. As one of seven girls, she had 
her job and chores from the time she 
could toddle, and the kitchen was 
her domain. To this day, she still em¬ 
ploys a lot of the techniques she ac¬ 
quired on the farm, including “a 
pinch of this and a handful of that,” 
directions for preparation. 

Angel still operates the farmers’ 
market booth, and has added a bak¬ 
ery booth to the sandwich operation. 
All this while running the Bakers’ 
Dozen, helping her husband operate 
his hobby shop next door, and 
attending bingo at least four times a 
week. 

Her son has changed her baking 
techniques somewhat by teaching 
her that a ‘‘good baker is never 
afraid to try something new,” she 
explained. When she first brought in 
a bag of 12-grain flour, she asked her 
son and son-in-law what to do with it. 
Their suggestions included feeding 
it to the birds--but Angel opted to 
bake a 12-grain bread with it which 
is now the top seller at the Bakers’ 
Dozen. She also bakes Scotch bread, 
which is another top seller. 

During the holidays, Angel will 
take more time and the shop will 
have her famous pecan, pumpkin 
and mince pies, along with the mini¬ 
tarts which are popular at this time 
of year. All will adhere to Angel’s 
strict principles of using only the 
very top of the line ingredients to 


insure the best product possible. 

“I learned part of that from my 
grandma, I guess. I remember 
standing in the kitchen when I was so 
tiny and watching her at the stove. 
She taught me to make gravy with¬ 
out lumps,” Angel recalled. Having 
those memories prompted Angel to 
return to her father’s farm which 
was sold in 1949 for $6,000 and 
attempt to purchase the property to 
preserve her heritage for her chil¬ 
dren. 

‘‘They wanted $100,000 for the 
land,” she said with a laugh. 

Angel admitted that she also has 
some fun with many of her custom¬ 
ers who come in lately and ask for 
the older lady with grey hair who 
used to be in the shop. ‘‘That’s me. I 
have lost 60 pounds since June, cut 
my hair for the first time and knock¬ 
ed off at least 15 years,” Angel said 
with a smile. ‘‘Fortunately, working 
here, I’m not a sweets eater. If any¬ 
thing’s going to get to me, it will be 
this bread,” she confessed. 

Here are a few of the very young 
51-year-old Angel’s recipes. They 
really are heavenly. 


MARY ANGEL’S SWEET 
POTATO BISCUITS 


2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons light brown sugar 

3/4 cup of buttermilk 

1/2 cup of melted butter or mar¬ 
garine 

3/4 cup cooked, mashed sweet 
potatoes 

1/2 teaspoon baking soda 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Sift 
together flour, baking powder and 
salt. Combine brown sugar, melted 
butter and sweet potatoes in small 
bowl. Beat until fluffy. Stir soda into 
buttermilk. Combine all ingre¬ 
dients. Stir only until moist. Turn out 
onto flour board or cloth. Knead 
slightly. Roll out and cut into bis¬ 
cuits. Bake on ungreased baking 
sheet for about 20 minutes or until 
done. Makes about 18 biscuits. 

APPLE CUSTARD PIE 


Crust: 

11/2 cups flour 
1 /2 teapsoon salt 
1 stick butter 


Filling: 

3 apples, peeled and thinly sliced 
2/3 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 egg 

1 cup evaporated milk 


Place apples on crust. Sprinkle 
with 2/3 cup sugar and cinnamon. 
Bake at 375 degrees for 20 minutes. 
Beat egg, 1/2 cup sugar and milk. 
Pour over apples and return to oven 
and bake 30 minutes longer. Serves 
six. 


CHRISTMAS 
FRUITCAKE COOKIES 


1 cup butter or margarine, sof¬ 
tened 

1 1/2 cups sugar 
3 eggs, separated 
3 cups flour 

1/2 poound candied cherries, fine¬ 
ly chopped 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1/2 pounds candied pineapple, 
finely chopped 
1/2 pound white raisins 
1 quart shelled pecans, finely 
chopped 

1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking soda, dis¬ 
solved in small amount of water 

Cream butter and add sugar. Add 
beaten egg yolks. Sprinkle the fruit 
and nuts with flour and add the 
spices and salt to the remaining 
flour. Combine butter, fruit and 
flour mixtures. Add vanilla and bak¬ 
ing soda. Beat egg whites until stiff 
and fold into dough. Drop by scant 
teaspoonfuls onto greased cookie 
sheet. Bake at 350 degrees for 10 to 15 
minutes. Batter may be prepared 
and frozen several weeks in adv¬ 
ance. Cookies also freeze very will 
before and after baking. Makes 125 
cookies. 

YE OLDE CURRANT BUNS 


2 cups sifted flour 
1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1 Tablespoon sugar 
4 Tablespoons shortening 
3/4 cup sour milk or buttermilk 
1/4 cup sugar 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/4 cup finely chopped currants 
(or raisins) 

Sift flour once. Measure flour and 
add baking soda, salt and sugar and 
sift again. Cut in shortening. Add 
enough milk to make a stiff dough. 
Turn onto floured Tboard. Knead 
slightly. Roll into a rectangle 1/4 
inch thick. Spread with soft butter. 
Sprinkle with sugar, cinnamon and 
currants. Roll as a jelly roll. Cut into 
3/4 inch slices. Place cut side down 
on baking sheet. Bake in 475 degree 
oven (hot) for 20 minutes. Makes 12 
buns. Glaze with a mixture of pow¬ 
dered sugar, honey and enough 
warm water to make a medium 
thick glaze.

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Preserve the holidays with photographs 


P icture this, no pun intended: 
A happy family is seated 
around a festive holiday 
table, waiting for the feast 
to begin. Everyone, that is, except 
Dad. 

Where is he? Across the room strug¬ 
gling with a brace of hot, heavy movie 
floodlights, an awkward movie 
camera and several boxes of movie 
film that keep falling out of his pockets. 

Then, after an effort that could 
transform even the most benevolent 
father into a snarling nervous wreck, 
the film is sent to a distant laboratory. 
With luck, the film comes back a week 
later to provide three-minute viewing 
snippets. 

So much for the good old days of 
home movies. 

Still, the ghost of Christmas past 
lives on in millions of frames of Super 
8mm and 16mm motion picture film. 
These frames may bring back memor¬ 
able events, but they also bring back 
the frustration of trying to be a one- 
person movie studio. 

Today, home movies have gone elec¬ 
tronic. The 8mm film has been re¬ 
placed by 8mm tape. Instead of three- 
minute runs, there are tapes that pro¬ 
vide an hour or more of entertainment. 

And there’s no waiting for the film to 
come back from the lab since the “ex¬ 
posed” tape can be played back im¬ 
mediately through the family televi¬ 
sion set. 

Moreover, Dad no longer serves as 
the only director because there are 


moms, sons and daughters who feel 
equally comfortable with 8mm video 
technology. 

As with movies, 8mm home video 
starts with a camera - in this case, an 
electronic marvel that brings “point 
and shoot” automation to make video 
recording as easy as using a box 
camera. 

There’s no need for extra floodlights, 
constant checking of focus or having to 
change film in the middle of a sequ¬ 
ence. With any of today’s 8mm cam¬ 
corders - which are cameras and audio 
recorders combined in one compact, 
easy-to-handle package - just load the 
tape, point the camera at your subjects 
and press the button. 

What’s more, the cost of a minute of 
viewing is a fraction of the cost when 
8mm film is used. 

Another plus is the fact that 8mm 
tape is as convenient as other 
videotape formats. Whatever you do 
with VHS or Beta, you can do with 
8mm, including: record off the air and 
play 8mm tape through your television 
set. 

Make sure you are familiar with 
your camcorder before yoif start shoot¬ 
ing your family’s holiday festivities. 
Don’t get it the day before you use it. If 
you want to “video” Christmas, get 
your camcorder around Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. Read the instructions, try all of the 
buttons and controls and use a cassette 
for a trial run. 

After you’re familiar with your 
equipment, prepare a list of subjects

you’d like to record. Think of your 
“video” as a complete story rather 
than a series of random scenes. 

For example, you could start your 
holiday coverage by shooting pictures 
of family members shopping for pre¬ 
sents. Then move to the wrapping of 
gifts, preparation for the holiday feast 
and the arrival of guests. 

And since camcorders are easy to 
use, don’t try to do all the coverage 
yourself; any member of the family 
can be trained as a second cameraman 
so that you can be in the pictures and 
not remain hidden behind the camera. 

Use tact and discretion. Don’t force 
subjects to “act” in front of the 
camera. One of the advantages of 8mm 
video is that you can shoot under ordin¬ 
ary room lighting. Utilize this feature 
to get candid shots of your family. 

And remember, the holidays are a 
time for relaxation and enjoyment. 
Don’t transform your camcorder into 
a device to annoy unwilling subjects or 
interfere with normal activities. Video 
should be a part of the holiday, not the 
main activity. 

That also goes for those who prefer 
to break out their 35mm camera and 
take snapshots of holiday festivities. 
Good picture-taking goes beyond simp¬ 
ly posing the family on the couch and 
getting everyone to say “cheese.” 

There’s no reason to be constantly 
peeking around corners with the 
camera glued to your face. Decide on a 
few specific times when you’ll want to 
be on the alert - times when you know 


things will be happening. The rest of 
the time, put your camera away and 
relax. 

Here are some good times to catch 
people in the spirit, according to Gla¬ 
mour magazine. 


• People arriving. Go outside to greet 
people as they arrive. They’ll be car¬ 
rying presents and a mood of anticipa¬ 
tion will fill the air. 

• Decorating the tree. Don’t bother 


getting a great shot of a decorated tree 
- it’s a technical nightmare. Instead, 
concentrate on capturing the fun of the 
decorating process. People will be 
busy decorating and will be unaware of 
the camera. 

• Opening presents. Let people get in 
the swing of things before you start 
shooting. Your pictures will look more 
lively if you let papers and ribbons pile 
up a bit. Use a telephoto lens to get a 
more intimate point of view. 

• Dinner table. Encourage people to 
put their arms around each other. And 
crouch down to eye level when you take 
candids of one or two people - your pic¬ 
tures will seem more natural than if 
you tower over them as you shoot. 

Remember, the key to good stills and 
good movies is the same - the more 
candid the pictures, the better. 

Be sure to take care of your pictures 
and don’t leave them lying around 
Spending a few dollars on a leather- or 
hardback-covered photo album with 
plastic-covered pages is the best way 
to protect your memories.

Be 'picky' when choosing the holiday tree 


I t used to be, in the olden 
days when I was young, 
that the selection or cut¬ 
ting of the Christmas tree 
was left until the last few days before 
Christmas. These days, however, the 
tree sale lots often seem to be cleared 
of their best trees by mid-December 
as people try to hasten the holiday by 
gathering decorative greenery early. 

Some families, living in convenient 
access to designated Christmas tree¬ 
cutting areas, enjoy making a holiday 
excursion of cutting the family tree. I 
suppose many of us enjoy fond child¬ 
hood memories of hiking through the 
woods with Dad, eagerly assessing 
each tree till the perfect one was 
found. 

Up until around three years ago, 
during which time our youngsters 
formed umbilical-like lifelines to the 
telephone cord and rock music, our 
family very much enjoyed these 
annual Christmas tree pilgrimages. 

But most of us will be looking for cut 
Christmas trees in either a tree lot or 
a local nursery or garden center. 
Most of these outlets will offer a varie¬ 
ty of tree types, at a wide price range. 
Natural Douglas firs, spruce and 
pines will be among the least expen¬ 
sive. These usually will have been 
thinnings from reforested areas or 
from powerline rights-of-way. 

More expensive, but very beautiful, 


are the plantation trees, which have 
been grown on tree farms especially 
for selling as Christmas trees. Most 
commonly grown on these tree farms 
is the Douglas fir, along with some 
Scotch pines. 

These trees have been systemati¬ 
cally trimmed and sheared for sever¬ 
al years, and end result being a very 
full, bushy and beautifully shaped 
tree. 

It’s most practical and pleasant to 
select a Christmas tree in the com¬ 
pany of at least one other member of 


the family. Look together for a clean 
and healthy-looking tree with still- 
pliable, well-attached needles. If a 
shaking causes loads of needles to 
drop, move on. To check the shape of 
the tree, take turns holding it upright 
while the other stands back and 
makes an assessment. 

When you bring your chosen Christ¬ 
mas tree home, take a good inch off 
the base of the trunk to expose fresh 
wood for improved water intake and 
longer freshness of the tree. A cut 
made on a slight slant will improve 


water intake and will prevent the base 
sitting flat at the bottom of a Christ¬ 
mas tree holder. 

Keep the tree in water until it’s time 
to take it indoors. In the house, set the 
tree in a stand that holds water or use 
a bucket and rocks or clean gravel to 
hold the tree upright. To help keep 
your tree fresh and safe during the 
holidays, it’s wise to purchase some 
special tree preservative to place in 
the water. Many Christmas tree out¬ 
lets will offer one of these products for 
sale. If you cannot find a commercial 
preservative, use a pinch of house- 
plant fertilizer or floral preservative 
in the water. 

Situate the tree as far away from 
any source of heat as possible, espe¬ 
cially avoid sites near a fireplace or 
wood stove, and try to keep the tree 
away from baseboards, heaters and 
hot air vents. 

It is not usually necessary to spray 
the tree with ani-dessicant, but a light 
daily misting with plain lukewarm 
water does help the tree retain its 
freshness. Maintain the water level in 
the tree container, adding more pre¬ 
servative with each addition of water. 

For the safety of your family, care¬ 
fully check the lights before placing 
them on the trees. Use only Underwri- 
ters’ Laboratory-approved lights, 
and turn them off before going to bed 
or before leaving home for any period 
of time. ■

Whole pecans 
1 cup evaporated milk 
Vi cup butter 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup dark com syrup 
Vi teaspoon salt

1 (6-ounce) package semisweet 
chocolate pieces, melted 

In small saucepan, heat butter and 


evaporated milk until butter is melted. 
In separate 2-quart saucepan, cook 
sugar, corn syrup and salt over 
medium heat to firm-ball stage (244 F), 
stirring often. Slowly stir in hot milk 
mixture so sugar mixture does not stop 
boiling. Stirring constantly, cook mix¬ 
ture until candy reaches firm-ball 
stage again. 

Remove pan from heat and stir in 
vanilla. Cool caramel to room temper¬ 
ature. 

On waxed paper, arrange 4 pecans 
per turtle and place 1 heaping teaspoon 
of cooled caramel in each. Let cool un¬ 
til firm. Spread melted chocolate on 
top to cover caramel. Let cool until 
hardened. 

HOLIDAY BREADS 

Another baked favorite at Christmas 


is breads. These can be made in mini¬ 
loaves for singles or full-size for fami¬ 
lies. 

These recipes are easy to prepare 
and are quick rising. They also can be 
made early and frozen. To freeze, 
wrap package tightly in foil, then wrap 
in plastic wrap. When ready to give as 
gifts, wrap the loaves in colorful plas¬ 
tic wrap and tie with fancy ribbons. 

PUMPKIN-APPLE 
QUICK BREAD 

2 eggs 

Va cup vegetable oil 
1 cup cooked, pureed pumpkin (fresh 
or canned) 

% cup light brown sugar 
Va cup frozen pure apple juice con¬ 
centrate, defrosted 
Grated rind of 1 orange, plus 1 tables¬ 
poon orange juice 
1 cup whole wheat flour 

1 cup unbleached white flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
Vi teaspoon cinnamon 

Va teaspoon baking soda 
Va salt 

Va teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Ye teaspoon ground cloves 
Vi cup coarsely chopped walnuts or 
pecans 

Preheat oven to 350 F. 

In large mixing bowl beat together 
eggs and oil. Blend in pumpkin, sugar, 
apple juice concentrate, orange rind 
and orange juice. Set aside. 

Sift together the flours and all re¬ 
maining ingredients except nuts. Fold 
gently into pumpkin mixture, stirring 
until well blended. Fold in nuts. 


Turn batter into buttered and 
floured 8 x 4 x 2-inch loaf pan and bake 
in oven 50-60 minutes, or until tooth¬ 
pick inserted in center comes out 
clean. Turn onto wire rack to cool. 
Makes 1 loaf. 

HOLIDAY RUM BREAD 

Va cup butter or margarine 

3 tablespoons light brown sugar 

2 eggs, lightly beaten 

1Y» cups milk OR 1 cup milk and Va 

cup buttermilk 

Vi cup dark rum 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

IVi cups whole wheat flour 

IY 2 cups unbleached white flour 

1 tablespoon wheat germ 

1 tablespoon baking powder 

Vi teaspoon salt 

1 cup coarsely chopped walnuts or 
pecans 

Vi cup raisins or currants 

Preheat oven to 375 F. 

In large mixing bowl cream together 
butter and sugar. Add eggs and beat 
well, then blend in milk, rum and vanil¬ 
la. Set aside. 

In medium mixing bowl combine all 
remaining ingredients except nuts and 
raisins or currants. Toss with fork to 
combine. 

Add to liquid ingredients, stirring 
just enough to moisten, then stir in re¬ 
maining ingredients. 

Turn batter into a buttered and 
floured 8 x 4 x 2-inch loaf pan. Bake in 
oven 50-60 minutes, or until toothpick 
inserted in center comes out clean. 
Turn loaf onto wire rack to cool. 
Makes 1 loaf.
